On its own motion the state rail- 


way commission has set for heaAng

of mixed live 


stock rates and minimum weights 
in Nebraska. 
The habit shippers 


have of inserting a few calves In 
carload shipments has caused a lot 
of grief to the commission and re- 
sulted In many complaints. 
This 


has complicated, tariffs, some of 
which were juggled so that they 
were out of line when the state and 
interstate commission put into ef- 
fect hte new live stock schedule, 
insofar as minimum weight is con- 
cerned. 


Under the classification 
calves 


take the same rate as do hogs, 
which are higher than cattle. Two 
of tbe roads promptly reduced the 
minimum weight for carloads ot 
calves to that fixed for hogs. When 
calves are placed in a carload pf 
cattle the snipper, often uncon- 
sciously runs up the freight rate 
on himslef. 


Other 
roads have not followed 


the example of the Burlington and 
Union Pacific, and the result has 
been that a number of disputes 
have arisen. The commission is 
notifying all persona interested in

where cattle, calves,

The Grandfather of Oar Camera. 


T 


.HERE was a 
Naples. All roads seemed to 
lead to one place and that 


place the house of Baptista Porta. 
Crowds were flocking there to see 
the pictures he "painted" with light. 


There, in the middle of the six- 


teenth century, about 1569, the 
camera obscura—of which our hand 
camera is the direct descendant— 
came into being. The first experi- 
ment was simple. 
A room was 
darkened and light was let m 
through a single small hole m the 
window-shutter. 
When the 
sun 
shone brightly a faint image of the 
external objects upon which 
window looked was seen upon 
white surface of screen or wall op- 
posite. 
Baptista Porta put a double con- 
vex glass lens in the aperture of the 
shutter and outside he placed a 
mirror in such a position as to re- 
ceive rays of light and reflect them 
through the lens. 
Our camera to-day is a miniature 
camera obscura. being a well-made 


great stir intbox _ having•lenses: at one end^nu 
ground glass at the other. But it 
has required many inventions, imajor 
and minor, to make it the never- 
failing recorder of pictures, even in 
the bands of the rankest amateur. 
In 1777, Scheele, a Swedish chem- 
ist, made some philosophical observa- 
tions on the decomposing influence 
of light on the salts of silver. Wedg-. 
wood and Davy, in 1802. made ap- 
plication of this for artistic purposes 
in England. A sheet of white paper 
was saturated with a solution of 
nitrate of silver, and the shadow of 
the figure intended to be copied was 
projected 
upon it.

Tell Commissioner Cowgill They 


Prefer to Help the Laboring 


Man With Street Clean- 


ing Work. 


The policy of employing day la- 


borers to clean the streets of the 
city, as opposed to the policy of 
using power machinery to clean 
streets, was raised as an issue iu 
city council meeting Monday. Com- 
missioner 
Cowgill 
introduced a 


lesolutlon to buy a new power 
"pick-up" sweeper, 
estimated 
to 


cost $7,500, for use by the street 
department. 


Mayor Zehrung and Commission- 


ers Dayton, Wright and Schroeder 
voted against the resolution, de- 
feating it. The mayor declared his 
opposition to buying any 
more 


power equipment for the streets 
this year. He said there are too 
many laborers out of employment 
here this winter to justify the pur- 
chase of any machinery that would 
deprive jobless men of employ- 
ment. The "white wings" that have 
been employed by the city under 
past administrations should be em- 
ployed again this year in order to 
provide employment for the class 
of men who need such work, the 
mayor declared. 


Commissioner Cowgill gave as 


his reason for asking the punchase, 
that 
traffic 
on 
the downtown 


streets does riot permit cleaning 
during the day, and that hand labor 
is not easily employed between 
10:30 p. m. and 7 a. m., when he in- 
lends to have street cleaning done. 
The cost of operation of machinery 
would be less than the cost of 
cleaning streets by hand labor, he 
•.aid. 


To Build Sewers. 


The city will construct two S-- 


inch sanitary sewer njains to con- 
nect the new state capitol vith city 
mains on Fifteenth street, accord- 
ing to the provisions of a resolu- 
tion passed by the city council 
Monday. The connecting mains will 
run north and south from the near- 
est points on the capitol grounds 
to mains situated in the alley be- 
tween K and L streets at Fifteenth, 
and in the alley between G and H 
streets at Fifteenth.

Tappan, secretary-treasurer 
of the 


syndicate, held the stand £11 after- 
noon. 


Attorne} C. Petrus Peterson in 


hfs opening statement, claimed that 
the syndicate had been legally ad- 
mitted to do business during the 
Neville administration 
and 
had 


been doing business ever since. Ho 
complained that the department of 
trade and commerce in January.

feet from the lot line, was cate>s annual permlt on the ground

cept the poet. 


Mr. Neihardt explained that he 


had written many funeral pieces as 
well as many battle crys or fight- 
ing selections, and of these two 
groups he read " Prayer for Pain,"

Gone Weird Ways." " Let Me Live 
Out My Years," a favorite of_Jack 
London, closed the program, altho 
fhe audience lingered in the hope 
that their demands for more would 
be granted.

FAMOUS FOOTBALL 


COACH STRICKEN 


Percy Haughton, Famous for Hit 


Harvard Team, Complains of 


Pains in Chest—Two Hours 


Later He Dies. 


NEW 
YORK, Oct. 28.—At the 


peak ol his career as a football 
coach, Perc) Haughton ib dead. 


The 
famous 
gridiron 
mentor 


passed away suddenly from an at- 
tack of neuralgia ol the heart at St. 
Luke's hospital at 5:10 p. m. Mon- 
da>. 


Haughton practical!} died in har- 


ness; he was donning his football 
togb preparatory 
to directing the 


Columbia university ele\en in prac- 
tice at Baker field when he com- 
plained of pains in his chest. Two 
hours later he died. 


Pay Tribute to Haughton. 


Tribute to Haughton as a man 


and as a coach poured in to Colum- 
bia today. Walter Camp, Coach 
"Bob" Fisher of Harvard, Roper 
of Princeton and John T. Blossom, 
Yale director of athletics, all were 
shocked at the sudden death of the 
tootball genius whose "Haughton 
system" 
had enabled 
Harvard 


teams to sweep the gridirons of the 
east. 


While Haughton was at Harvard, 


his teams won sixty-four games, 
tied five and lost but four. 
But 


this achievement within the past 
fortnight 
at Columbia was being 


hailed by football enthusiasts as 
even more remarkable when his 
sudden end plunged the university 
on the heights into deep 
gloom. 


Haughton had given Columbia a 
scrapping, scientific eleven, per- 
haps its best in a score of years, 
and victory over Williams Saturday 
marked the accomplishment. 


Himself a famous athlete in his 


younger days—Haughton was in 
his forty-ninth year—the coach had 
enjoyed good health. 


Haughton was in his room at 


Baker field getting into uniform 
when he complained of pains in 
his chest and shoulders. Dr. Paul 
C. Withington medical director and 
line coach of the Columbia team, 
persuaded him with difficulty to go 
to St. Luke's. 
There, following a 


hypodermic injection, he felt better 
for a while and remarked "I think 
I'll be back on the job in a day or 
two" then he fell back dead. 


Dr. Wellington will take charge 


of Columbia's football team for the 
remainder of the season. 


"Paul, congraulate the team for 


me. Tel! them I'm proud of them" 
was the message Haughton senti 
from the hospital a few minute* be- 
fore he died. The university com- 
mittee on athletics and the football 
committee held a hurried meeting 
at the Columbia club, but reached 
no decision as to the effect Haugh- 
ton's passing will have upon foot- 
ball at Columbia during the re- 
mainder of the year. A decision, 
may be reached today or tomorrow.

Knudson Testifies Full Showings 


Not oil File—Installment In- 


vestment Contracts Held 


Unfair to Purchaser. 


K. C. Knudsou took th*> witness 


stand Tuesday morning in Judge 
Shepherd's court, In the injunction 
hearing against Governor Bryan 
and himself brought by the In- 
vestor'? 
Syndicate, and testified 


that the syndicate did not have 
the proper papers filed at the-state 
house. He admitted that there 
were certain securities on file but 
stated that some of the necessary 
papers were not there. 


The suit was brought by th' 


syndicate to prevent the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce from 
interfering with their business op- 
erations In this state. The syndi- 
cate received a permit to. do busi- 
ness during the Neville administra- 
tion and the department of trade 
and commerce refused to renew 
the permit in January 3924 for the 
reason that the Investment con- 
tracts sold by the syndicate were 
unfair to the purchaser. 


Following Mr. Knudson's testi- 


mony, T. J. Fitzmorris of the Ne- 
braska Savings and Loan associa- 
tion of Omaha, A. L. Bechter, as- 
sistant secretary of the Union Sav- 
ings and Loan association of Lin- 
coln, and T. L. Mathews of the 
Nebraska State Building and Loan 
Ass'n., at Fremont, were called to 
the stand to tell of the building 
and loan contracts. 


The complaint against the syn- 


dicate is that their business plan 
provides no return 
to 
the pur- 


chaser of an 
installment invest- 


ment certificate, unless he keeps 
up his payments for at least two 
years. 


If the purchaser seeks to surreu- 


der his certificate at the end of two 
years he will do so at a loss. The 
amount paid in in two years is 
$148 and the cash surrender value 
is but $78. The officers of the build- 
ing and loan companies testified 
that under their plan of business 
the purchaser gets a full return of 
his principal plus the earnings that 
have accrued. 


Under 
cross-examination 
Mr. 


Fitzmorris of Omaha, admitted that 
he had been the prime mover in 
securing the refusal of the board 
to renew the permit. He stated that 
he appeared before the board and 
complained of their business plan 
and that his association had taken 
an active interest in the progress 
of the law suit. 


Attorney C. Petrus Peterson in 


objecting to the tes timony of the 
savings and loan men, stated that 
their testimony was immaterial to 
the law suit and should not be 
heard. 


Lee Basye of the attorney gen- 


eral's office, insisted that in as- 
much as the discretionary power of 
the department of trade and com- 
merce was material to the law suit, 
it was only fair 
that the court 


should hear the differences in the 
two plans of doing business. 


The syndicate claims that unless 


their permit is renewed they will 
lose about ?5,000,000 worth of con- 
tracts in this state and a sales or- 
ganization that 
has cost 
many 


thousands to build up.
